The next experiment, be remarked, was 
the most important, being the frst trial of the 
uew 35-ton gun known as the ‘*Wovlwich 
Infant’’ for penetration. It was fired twice 
each time with 110 pounds of pebble powder 
and « shell weighing 691 pounds empty or 
700 pounds with its burster, at distance of 
70 yards from a target composed of 18} 
inches of iron and 12 inches of wood, making 
30} inches in all. The velocity of fight end 
penetrative impetus, are the same at 70 or at 
1,000 yards with ordaance of this description , 
but the gun was fired at the lesser distance in 
in order to make sure of hitting the mark. 
The iron of the target wasalso arranged ons 
new principle—i. e. without any immediate 
backing, but with an air space behind it 
The projectile is thus obliged to strike the 
iron twice, driving it back the first time, and 
so loses much of its velocity, bat if cracked 
by the first impact, the fissures would widen 
and spread at the second blow. 

The concussion of the discharge was of 
course immense, and the splinters of the shell 
hurled many buadred feet in all directions. 
On examining the target the shell was found 
firmly imbedded therein, about two feet deep 
It bad exp!oded rather too soon, and some of 
its power was consequently lost. The rear 
of the target suffered inno way beyond hav- 
ing one rib broken and a few riveis started, 
but the entire frame had been driven back 
some three inches. The second shell was 
filled with sand, and as tbe iron of the target 
had been driven back by the previous sbot, 
there was little or no air space The shell 
went right througb, and fell in the rear, but 
the body of the shell was leftin. No serious 
damage was effected on the target props, and 
a target bas thus been found which, with o 
little addition,-is capaple of resisting the 
heaviest gun in the world. A moving six~ 
foot target, drawn on the sands by four 
horses, about 400 yards distant, was next 
fired at, with 10 inch and 9ineb rifled muzzle- 
leading guns, and e 40 pound breech- loading 
gun. Abont fifieen rounds were fired, and 
although many shots went near the mark, 
and few would have missed the side of a 
sbip, only one from the 40-pounder really 
went through,the target.
